OBJECT CF HISSES AT MASS MEEVIXG 


Policemen will be on guard at the La Salle 
street station this afternoon when Count 
Albert G. Apponyi, former minister of educa- 
tion in Hungary, arrives for a four days’ 
visit. 

The request for the police detall wag made 
by Dr. Ernest A. Loewinger, president of the 
Hungarian-American federation, who de- 
clared he feared the uncertain temper of the 
Chicago Slavs, who protested against the 
appearance of the count as an apostle of 
universal peace. 

The count was to have spoken tomorrow at 
the “ peace banquet ’’ at Union League club. 
Instead, he will address the Twentieth Cen- 
tury club, at the residence of Dr. Fenton B. 
Turck, 87 Cedar street. His topic will be 
“War as Europe Sees It.” 


Hungarians to Greet Count. 

The count, accompanied by his private 
secretary, Tibor Smialoveky, Dr. Ernest Ko- 
vacs, and Louls Piukovich, members of the 
Hungarian parliament; Geza Kende of Cleve- 
land, O.; and Jan Skotthy, representative of 
the Budapest Hirlap, a Hungarian dally 
newspaper, will arrive from Cleveland over 
the Lake Shore at 5:55 o’clock in the after- 
noon. The count will be met at the Le Galle 
street: station. by a committee of 500 Han- 


r  parion citizens of Chicago and a number of 


members of the Twentieth Century club. 
The count will be the guest of Charles R. 
Crane, 2560 Michigan avenue, and will be 
taken in an automobile to the Crane res 
dence after @ brief reception at the station. 


{ Hiseed at Massmeeting. 

Nearly 2,000 Slavs, representing the Bo- 
hemian, Slovak, Servian, Polish, Croatian 
and: Ruthenian branches of the race, joined 
in the afternoon, renewed their attack upon 
the count at a meeting held in Pilsen hall, 
Ashland avenue and Eighteenth street. 

About the time the Slavonian leaders were 
haranguing their racial brothers in Pilsen 
hall, other Slavonians gathered at the cor- 
ner of Grand avenue and Lincoln Street, near 
the residence of Dr. Loewinger. 

The Slavs hissed the name of Count Ap- 
ponyi and the Hungarians of Chicago who 
would show him honor. Dr. Loewinger was 
hissed when he walked past a group of Slavs 
to his house, but no further show of un- 
friendliness was exhibited. The Slavs with- 
drew to a hall on the corner of Lincoln street 
and Grand avenue, where speakers de- 
nounced the count. 


All Branches of Race Speak. 

Although the Slovaks and Bohemians feel 
the bitterest against Appony! because of his 
policy as minister of education, at the pro- 
test meeting in Pilsen hall speakers of all 
the branches of the race addressed the meet- 
ing. 

Sirhan I. Krizan, a Slovak, presided, and 
addresses were made by Andrew Sustek, a 
Slovak: Mrs. Stephanie Laudin-Chrzanow- 
ski; Polish; Dr. J.. E. Salaba-Vojan, Bohe- 
mian; Prof. Theodore Zivkovich, Servian; M. 
S. Dunin, editor of the Dziennik Narodowy; 
Attorney James F. Stepina, who spoke in 
English; the Rev. Stephan Osuski of Cud- 
ahy, Wis.; and Otto Fuerst, editor of the 
Denni Hlasatel, a Bohemian paper published 
in Chicago, and others. 


“Hanba” Is Cry at Meeting. 

Attacks on Count Apponyi were greeted 
by hissea and cries of “ Hanba! Hanba!’ 
meaning shame. Following each speaker 
a band played Slavonian national airs. When 
the Slovak nationa! songs, ‘‘ Who Is Affre for 
Truth?” and “There Is a Thunderstorm 
Above Tatra,"’ were played, the audience 
shouted, and when the Slavic hymn, “ Ye 
Slavs, Yet Our Languege Lives,” was struck 
up, every person @rose and joined in the 
singing. 

The speakers made frequent references 
to the massacre at Cernova, which the Slave 
claim was the result of Apponyl's s reaction- 
ary school acts. 

“tf Apponyi claims that he had nothing 
to do with this massacre,” eaid the Rev: 
‘Stephan Osuski, “he will have to admit 
that the riot im the village was caused by 
his reactionary school laws, or why should 
they be called the Appony! school laws?’

In Favor of Publicity. 

“T am heartily tn favor of the publica« 
tion of campeign expenses and contribu. 
tions,” said Mr. Smulski in speaking of hig 
action. “The people have a right to this 
information. The publication of a statement 
of a candidate's expenses is the greatest 
poselble guaranty against the improper use 
of money in elections. Any measure which 
tends toward tht purity of the ballot deserves

Tells Request to Governor. 

“TI have today requested the governor to 
gend a special message to the legislature 
asking that it pass a corrupt practice act 
with an emergency clause attached thereto. , 
As far back as 1904, while chairman of the. 
Sixth Ward Republican club, I appointed 
@ committee of which Theodore K. Long was 
cheirman, to draft a corrupt practices act 
That committee drew such a bill, which was 
introduced at my request. by WilHam H.

“Why should I, who am paying every cent 
of my expenses, submit to a conference with 
you in order to let you pose as a self-appoint- 
ed champion of what I conceive to be right, 
when you yourself have not even made a pre- 
tence of making public what your expenses 
ere or who are paying them? 

“You began your candidacy a long time 
ago, you have needed and expended during 
that long candidacy substantial sums of 
Who contributed that money? And 
how much? Tell the public. 

ge am sending a copy of this letter to the 
press.”’

“Size’”’ Issue, Says Scully. 

“‘What is the size of the ‘barrel,’ and 
who are the actual contributors?” asked 
Candidate Scully last night. “I bélieve that 
is what the voters of Ciilcago are generally 
interested in now, more than how the various 
candidates have spent their money thusfar. 
There remains more than a week of the pri- 
mary campaign, and election day is the time 
that the big bung is knocked on the barrel 

“I propose to attend the meeting of can- 
didates at the election commissioners’ office 
tomorrow morning to discuss a law making 
campaign expense publicity compulsory.

“Economy and wise disbursement of 
money, however, will not result until every 
department of the city government is put 
upon a firm buainese basis.

Owens Censured by McCarthy.

Ryan, 
accused of illegally using an affidavit, was 
released on a habeas corpus writ late Satur- 
day by Judge Burke, and a hearing on the 
process is set for today.

The private car *' Ranger "' was pulled into 
the Grand Central station at 10:49 p.m. The 
start was made from Yuma at 5:30 p. m. last 
Thursday, and the distance covered was ex- 
actly.

The distance from Chicago to the finish, 974 
miles, was covered in 987 minutes, and the 
final lap of 143 miles from Albany to New 
York City was made in 143 minutes, estab- 
lishing a record for this trip.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18—([Special)~ . 
The present week bids fair to be the sensa- 
tional one in the Lorimer case. In spite of 
the desperate efforts of friends of the IIli- 
moisan to avoid a vote, they have been swept 
aside by the almost unanimous opinion of 
the senate that the great moral question 
which the election of Mr. Lorimer tnvolvee 


. tg too vital to the country to permit edjourn- 
" ment without action. 


Realizing this situation, it im the desire of 
the Lorimerites to have a vote tmmediately 
after the defense Mr. Lorimer will make on 
the floor of the senate on Wednesday. They 
believe his appeal to sympathy, added to 
that made for him by Senator Bailey, will 
cause a few senators to forget the testimony 
‘and vote to retain him in the upper house 
of congress. 

There will be no speeches, so far as known, . 
tomorrow, but on Tuesday Senator Bever- 
idge of Indiana will make the final extended 
speech upon the facts and thelaw. Mr. Bev- 
eridge studied the record of testimony with 
the greatest care during the Christmas re- 
cess, and as a result concluded Senator Lor- 
imer was not entitied to retain the seat he 


holds. ovina gi) 
Seeks a Missing Document. 
Mr. Beveridge's speech will be bagzed upon 


*the report he presented to the senate, and 


everything he has heard on the floor, from 
alb that can be learned, has tended to con- 
firm the conclusions he expressed therein. 
That’ his report will be a powerful presenta- 
tion there can be no question. 

There is one document to which Mr. Bev- 
eridge must refer, and which is still missing. 
That is the affidavit of Jarvis O. Newton, . 
chief clerk of the State Bank of Chicago, con- 
taining the deposit slip showing the deposit 
of $2,500 by State Senator D. W. Holatiaw 
immediately after his Interview with: State 
Senator John Broderick in the latter’s saloon. 

This document was last in the hands of 

nator Bailey, who claims he showed it to 
Senator Tillman. Mr. Tillman, it will be 
recalled, said in an interview that after hear- 
ing Mr. Bailey’s remarks he proposed to. 
vote for Mr. Lorimer. Mr. Tillman ineists 
he passed it to a Republican senator, and 
he does not know what has become of It. 


Blame Rests Upon Bailey. 33 

The most diligent search has falled to ws 
tablish the whereabouts of the document. 
The responsibility for its disappearance rests, 
of course, upon Senator.Balley, the defender 
of Senator Lorimer. 

This is a document which ts of the greatest 
fmportance not only in the case against Mr. 
Lorimer but in the prosecutione in Illinois. 
No one realizes this more than the Lortmer- 
ttes, and it may be expected its disappearance 
has not filled them with any dissatisfaction. 
It is claimed it will be found. In the mean- 
time no one can say what may be done with 
it, how it may be altered, or in what way the 
signature of Mr. Newton may be changed. 

Mr. Bailey asserted in his speech there was 
grave difference between the signature of 
Mr. Newton and the handwriting upon the 
deposit sip—Mr. Newton filled out the slip 
for Holtslaw—and the men who presented 
the document to the senate will seriously con-_ 
sider the advisability of having Mr. Newton 
identify the signature as his own in case the 
slip should turn up.

denouncing the Elgin treaty, which was 
érawn on almost exactly the sate lines as 
is the present agreement.

“* The very wlinthedion of the policy depends 
on our abolition of the tariff where it is not 
really needed under the principle of the last 
Repwblican platform. If we persist in re- 
taining it in these times of high prices and 
gradually exhaueting food eupply and base 
our retention on protection principles, we 
shall rouse an opposition that will know no 
moderation and will not cease radical eco, 
nomic changes until ft has removed from the 
statute book the last trace of a protective 
tariff. ’ oe 


LAURIER TO TALK OF TREATY. 

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 19.—It is probable the 
Canadian prime minister, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
will address parliament on the reciprocity 
agreement with the United States before the 
week is over. 

The question, his supporters assert, is be- 
ing befogged in Canada by artificial alarms 
raised over annexation utterances, by com- 
ments from the British press foreshadowing 
the curtailment of the British preference, and 
by fears of the manufacturers that the next 
step in reciprocity i extend to factory out- 
put. ~ 

Unless the situation clears itself naturally 
during the next few days Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
will endeavor to put disturbed minds at rest 
by an authoritative repudiation of the ul- 
terior designs with which the Canadian and 
American governments are being credited by 
opponents of reciprocity in Great Britain, the 
United States, and Canada. 

Will Show It Trade Bargain Only. 

Sir Wilfrid will reaffirm the government 
declaration that the agreement is a trade 
bargain pure and simple, and that its conse- 
quences will not in any way tend to promote 
annexation to the United States or result in 
the weakening of British connection. 

Eighteen mem, well known in financial, mer- 
cantile, and manufacturing circles im To- 
ronto, have signed a statement which was 
given out tonight setting forth their opposie 
tion to reciprocity. THe men are prominent 
in the Liberal party, including Sir Edmund 
Walker, president of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, and Sir William Mortimer Clark, 
K. C.,. former Heutenant governor of On- 
tario. It is declared the benefit of the millions 
extended in developing an unexampled pros- 
perity in Canada would be, to a great extent, 
lost by a reciprocity agreement. It is also 
feared that reciprocity would disrupt the 
unity of the dominion. 


Australian Favors Plan. 


MELBOURNE, Australia, Feb, 19.—An- 
drew Fisher,/premier of Australia, in an in- 
terview is quoted as saying that if any 
scheme of interdominion preference was ex- 
tended outside the limits <§ the empire, the 
firet step would be to do what Canada has 
already done. This was to enter into re- 
ciprocal arrangements with a people akin to 


themselves.

Mann Filibuster Forces Demo- 
erats to Use Tactics of the 
“Old Guard.”

Little Is Done in the Last Twelve 
Hours of Word Battle in 
Congress. 


{BY A 8TAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 10—[Special.]— 
The effort to put the omnibus bill carrying 
$825,000 civil war claims through this con- 
gress—a move which Representative Mann 
has filibustered since last Friday and caused 
a Sunday session—will be renewed tomorrow 
with a better prospect of success, 

The plan is to suspend the rules during the 
rest of the session and consider whatever 
bills the majority desires at any time. Mr. 
Mann's filibuster, which went on all of last 
night, wae halted temporarily this afternoon 
when the house took a recess until tomorrow 
morning. The Chicago congressman had suc- 
ceeded in sidetracking the French spoliation 
claims and signified his intention of not con- 
tinuing the filibuster against the war claima. 

Mann appears to have been actuated not 
only by his conviction of the iniquity of the 
spoliation claims, but by his desire to demon- 
strate that the rules of the old guard are 
superior to the ideas of the progressives and 
the Democrats. His filibuster has retarded 
the work of the house to such an extent that 
it new seems imperative to the leaders to 
bring in a special rule to expedite the legis- 
lation on the calendar. 


Use “Old Guard” Methods. 

The beauty of this plan, from the viewpoint 
of the old guard, is that the Democrats, in 
their eagerness to force through the war 
claims bill, are willing to adopt the methods 
of the old guard which they joined with the 
progressives in denouncing so fervently é 
year ago. 

It is proposed to have the rules committee 
bring e special) rule tomorrow morning sus- 
pending the rules during the rest of this 
congress and providing that a majority may 
take up any bill on thecalendar. The Demo- 
crats say that under such a rule they have 
enough votes, with the assistance of a score 
of Republicans, to put through the war 
claims. If they have enough votes to de 
this they may be able to restore the spolia- 
tion claims, for which a large and influentia!] 
lobby is laboring. 

In this event, however, the fight on this 
feature of the bill will be renewed in the 
senate. On the whole, the prospect is that 
there is a fair chance of getting the war 
claims through, but no chance at all of pass- 
ing the spoliation claims. 


Nothing Done in Long Session. 
Practically nothing was accomplished dur- 
ing the last twelve hours of the long session 
except the pronouncement of the eulogies, 
which were permitted by unanimous consent. 
The remainder of the day was spent in wait- 


ing for a quorum. Sergeants-at-earms were 


sent broadcast through the city at 6 o’clock 
this morning. Generally speaking, they did 
not serve their warrants on members until 
along toward 8 o’clock. 

Representative Edwards of Georgia stirred 
the house shortly before noon today by de- 
claring that during the height of the debate 
last night a lobbyist for the French claims 
came into the speaker's lobby in an attempt 
to pass some papers to a member of the 
house.

“If it be a crime,’’ he said, “‘ for my col- 
league to seek information concerning mat- 
ters pending before this house, then I wish 
my Democratic friends would commit a few 
more crimes on that side of the chamber.”’

MAGAZINES WIN MAIL FIGHT | 


Plan for Increase on Advertis- 
ing Sections Dropped, 


OPPOSITION IN THE SENATE. 


Some Say Economiés Last Year Ar 
Largely Paper. 


[BY A STAFT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D..C., Feb. 19.—{Special.}— 
Postmaster Genera] Hitchcock’ has aban- 
doned his fight to increase the postage on the 
advertising parts of magazines, and the s¢o- 
tion carrying the increased rates will be elim- 
inated from the senate postoffice-appropria- 
tion bills. This information was obtained to- 
night from a high official of the postoffice de- 
partment who worked out the detalles of the 
postmaster general's plan. 

“Mr. Hitchcock,” said this official, " ls 
not disposed to take any further steps to 
bring about the adoption of his proposition to 
increase the postage rates on the advertising 
sections of magazines. He feels that he has 
demonstrated copclusively that the maga- 
gines are being carried by the postal service 
at a small fraction of the actual cost of 
handling. He feels he has demonstrated that 
the magazines in this respect are enjoying a 
virtual subsidy from the government. 


Think It Will Be Withdrawn. 

It is believed that, as a result of this attt- 
tude on the part of Mr. Hitchcock, the section 
will be quietly withdrawn from the bill. if 
any attempt is made to retain it a terrific 
fight on the floor of the senate will be pre- 
cipitated. More than a dozen senators are 


preparing to oppose it, and thelr speeches 


alone would consume more time than there 
is remaining in the life of this congress. 

It therefore is regarded as a certainty that 
the section cannot pass the senate. This op- 
position constitutes a dangerous menace to 
the postoffice department. Some senators 
are prepared to demand a thorough investi- 
gation of the department, charges of the dis- 
organization of which are bobbing up dally. 
Not a few observers are convinced that euch 
an investigation will be started by the next 
congress anyway. 


Charge Economies Are “Paper.” 

Other senators have been investigating the 
$11,000,000 of economies which Mr. Hitch- 
cock says he has effected during the last 
year, thereby reducing the annual deficit to 
$6,000,000. It is charged that a large part 
of this sum consists of “ paper™ and not 
actual economies. Another charge is that 
the railroads have not been required to pay 
the penalties which should have been ag- 
sessed for delays in transporting the mails. 

The fate of the experiméntal parcels post 
provided for in one section of the bill is 
problematical. 

The Periodical Publishers’ association to- 
night made‘ public a letter explaining the 
nature of the fund raised by the magasines 

to oppose the Increases on second-clags mail 
matter. 

The letter declares s that a committee of the 
association on finding “a carefully arranged 
program to railroad the measure through 
congres¢,”’ requested some of their New York 
associates ‘‘to solicit contributions from cer- 
tain publishers to buy advertising space in 
daily papers to advertise the facts to the 


people.”

An uproar resulted when Miss Kate Con- 
Way, a striker against the J. P. Smith Shoe 
company and a member of the United Shoe 
Workers’ union, an organization not recog- 
nized by the American Federation of Labor, 
attempted to speak and air her grievances. 
She was refused the privilege of the floor. 

Ask Pardon for McCann.

Instructed the legislative committee to seek 
& pardon for Edward McCann, convicted 
police inspector. 

Adopted a resolution denouncing Vincent 
Altman for shooting Lyle T. McArthur, or- 
ganizer for the Internationa) Brotherhood 
of Teamsters, ard demanding a speedy prose- 
eution of the supposed * labor slugger.’’ 

Adopted a resolution, at the request of

Reported a strike of journeymen tallors 
against Frank A. Rose. 

Reported a lockout of twenty-five cap mak- 
ets by the Cosmopolitan company. 

‘ Miners’ Chief Favors McCann. - 
®The demanding of a pardon for McCann 
came before the federation in a communica- 
tion from President John H. Walker of the 
Iiiinois miners, who urged favorable action 
by thé Chicago central body.

“The breweries promised to deal fairly 
with us and fo give us an agreement if we 
would aid them in the local option fight,’ said 
Delegate Charles Frey of the machinists’ 
union. “ We were foolish enough to believe 
their promise, and we went out and helped 
them. We told the boys to drink all the beer 
they*could and help defeat the local option. 
When it was all over we got the short end 
of the stick from the brewers’ exchange.”’ 
“If you can.show us where the breweries 
can buy union made machinery we will see 
to it that the brewers are forccd to buy the 
union product,’’ said Delegate Charlies Gaude 

of the Brewery Workers’ union. 

§ Carpenters Deny ‘“Scabbing.” 

' “T protest against this talk that the car- 
pénters are scabbing it on.the machinists,” 
said Charles Grassel, business agent of the 
carpenters’ union. ‘‘ We are not ecabbing.

“LET CLERKS REST,” APPEAL 


Claimed That but Few People Are 
Really Served on Sundays. 


Victims of the “Sunday mail” habit re- 
ceived something in addition to their mail 
when they went to the postoffices yesterday. 
As each person left the mai! window he wae 
handed a circular which requested him to 
refrain in the future from calling for his mail 
on the Sabbath. These appeals were dis- 
tributed at twenty-nine substations by young 
women, also some young men, of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor society, in the interest of the 
campaign to discontinue the distribution of 
mail on Sunday. 

“The circular contained the argument that 
the carriers and clerks of the postoffice are 
entitled to'a rest on Sunday. It stated that 
the public could: make this possible by ceasing 
to ask for mail on Sundays. 

Statistics gathered by the postal committee 
of the society show that only 1% per cent of 
the population of Chicago habitually calls 
for mail on Sunday. To accommodate this 
small percentage jt takes four to six hours’ 
work on Sunday by half the regular force of 
carriers and clerks. It requires the handling 
of 103 pieces of mail for each piece given out. 

Sermons supporting the movement were 
preached in many churches a week ago. Asa 
result of these talks from the pulpit it is be- 
lieved that hundreds of persons who thought- 
lessly called for their mai) on Sunday will 
refrain from doing so in the future.

60,000,000 Pcunds of Butter Stored. 

In speaking of butter trade Mr. Kmerson 
said: 

“On butter stored at various warehouses 
throughout the country cold storage ware- 
houses loaned of their own money and of 
money borrowed from banks and through 
note brokers an average of about 25 cents per 
pound on al] kinds of creamery butter. 

* At the present time ‘the make of creamery 
butter In the United States is about suffi- 
cient now to take care of all the trade, asa 
lange part of the old trade has gone over to 
the use of oleomargarine. This leaves al- 
most the entire surplus in‘the United States, 
approximately 0, ,000 pounds, to seek an 
export outiet in or to pay the notes given 
by speculators to the banks, note brokers, 
and warehouses at the time the goods were 
put away.

CAN “PROVE A SAFEGUARD. 


Educator Reviews for Sunday Evening 
Club Perils of Nation. 


Being a true American counts as a religiom 
in the eyes of Benjamin Ide Wheeler, presi- 
dent of the University of California. 

The educator told the Sunday Evening club 
that Americanism, with its patriotism, its 
optimism,’ its faith, and its elasticity of per- 
spective can offset the dangers that threaten 
the country. These he listed as three—the 
vast accumulations of corporate wealth, 
graft, and the indifference of the people to- 
ward governmental! affairs. 


‘Includes “Faults” with Virtues, 

He accompanied his reasoning toward this 
conclusion with a sharp analysis of his text, 
“ What isan American,’ claiming as virtues 
many of those qualities which critics of the 
country have enumerated as faults, At the 
same time he echoed the complaints of the 
laxity of our courts and the “ unreverence ”’ 
charge against Americans in Bryce’s ‘‘ Amer- 
ican Commonwealth.’’ 

*“* Here we have the American state in its 
greatness,” he said after reviewing the racial 
elements of the settlement of different sec- 
tions of the country, ‘‘and we come to the 
present situation and the elements that peri) 
the nation. ’ 


Tells Why State Is Imperiled. 

* The state is in peril, first, because of the 
great corporate wealth that has been ac- 
cumulating so rapidly; second, because of 
‘graft. 

‘* Third, there is the peril resulting fromthe 
indifference of the voters. The voters need 
religion in their hearts. All will:be al) right, 
the aspiration of corporate wealth, the gnaw- 
ing of graft will amount to nothing if the 
American citizen rises toa full consciousness 
of his might, and his right, and his duty.”

THE INDIANA CON STITUTION. 
The constitution of Indiana has been m 
ified but little since it was adopted in 1851, 
and Gov. Marshall thinks that in many par- 
ticulars it does not fit modern conditions. 
Therefore he bas suggested a number of 
changes which in the main meet with the 
approval of the Democratic members of the 
legislature. Indiana is better off. than LIli- 
noig in that any number of amendments 
ean be submitted at one time, but none can 
be submitted without the approval of two 

successive general assemblies. == | 

Most of the proposed amendments nat- 
urally are of interest to indianians only, 
but there are a few which deserve notice. 
Indiana, like many another state, has suf- 
fered from créde legislative methods, There 
has been a jam of business at the close of a 
session. Needed measures have been killed 
and bad ones have slipped through. Gov. 
Marshall’s remedy is that the genera! 
assembly shall remain in session for forty- 
five days, during which bills may be con- 
sidered and amended, but none passed un- 
less there be an emergency declared by a 
two-thirds vote. Then the législature shell 
adjourn for sixty days, and on reassembling 
dispose of the unfinished business, no new 
legislation to be introduced which cannot 
cOmimand a two-thirds vote. This should 
have a tendency to cut down the number of 
bills introduced and secure more deliberate 
consideration for those which deserve at- 
tention. The two months’ recess would 
give constituents an opportunity fo let their 
representatives know what they thought of 
pending legislation and the governor an op- 
portunity to familiarize himself with it. 

Another amendment empowers the gen- 
eral assembly to pass laws providing for 
the initiative, referendum, and recall, both 
of state and local application, “ but no bill 
for the recall of the judiciary shall ever be 
passed.” That tells what Gov. Marshall 
thinks of the most radical provision of the 
Arizona constitution. 

Still another amendment is designed to 
remove the obstacle to the enforcement of 
a workmen’s compulsory compensation law. 
The Indiana constitution reads: “ Ali 
courts shall be open, and every man, for 
injury done him in his person, property, or 
reputation, shall have remedy by due course 
of law.” To these words it is proposed to 
add:~™ But the legislature may enact a 
workman’s compulsory compensation law.” 
Then both employer and employé would be 
bound by the law, and there would be no 
room for litigation. 


TIMIDITY. 
The following letter bears the stamp of 
sincerity: 

“I would like to ask you a few quéstions. 
How is it that along about 6 o'clock In the 
evening I feel like a racehorse? That there 
is nothing then which seems tmpossible? I 
am at present out of work, and just about 
that time I say to myself: Look here, you 
are not working; your money is all but gone:

I feel like a whipped cur 
that has not even been in a fight.” 

‘The experience is not the common, for {s 
it the extraordinary. The world is a cold 
stone Wall to certain sensitive, self-conscious 
types of men. They seem to lack the artil- 
lery to batter down its forbidding defenses 
and force an opening through the gap. It is 
not cowardice. It may be timidity, but a 
timidity of self-depreciation. : 

Such men are imaginative. That plays 
tricks with them in the evening and tricka 
again in the morning. It magnifies the pos- 
sibilities twelve hours away and magnifies 
the dangers at hand. Advire is useless, but 
we suggest in the present case a dash at th 
wall. it’s only paper.

FREE SPEECH IN PARLIAMENT. 

After five years of suppression Mr. Lau- 
rence Ginnell, Irish member of parliament 
for West Meath, found a moment when the 
defenses of the house of commons were 
down and converted it into the opportunity 
for an attack on Speaker J. W. Lowther. 
The system thus assailed has been interest- 
ing to Americans as representing the pos- 
sible end to be reached in the contest against 
the dominance of the speaker in the house 
of representatives, and therefore We observe 
the attack on it curiously. | 

Mr. Lowther as moderator of the British 
house has been successful in retaining the 
confidence of all parties in successive ses- 
sions since 1906, and his retlection at the 
recent opening of parliament would have 
been in the usual atmosphere of unanimity 
and harmony if the ingenuity of Mr. Ginnell 
had not discovered the moment at which 
there were no bars to speech. : 

A five year grievance growing out of 
complete suppression was bottled up in the 
member for West Meath and he found it 
possible to uncork at the moment when the 
house was in being in fact but not in theory. 
During the process ef election the floor was 
any member's who took it, ant Mr. Ginne!! 
took it, being welcomed at first as one in 
the number of eulogists paying their re- 
specta to Mr, Lowther as an impartial and 
just moderator. His statement that it wis 
his purpose to bring a touch-of reality w 
unreality and to destroy the pleasant fic- 
tion of compliments known to be unde- 
served put the house in possession of his 
intentions, and a half hour attack on the 
‘speaker, Mr. Ginnell reading from a care- 
fully prepared manuscript, revealed a new 
method of obtaining recognition. The mem-

Mr. Lowther, in the 
ease of Mr. Ginnell at least, did not go 
outside these lists, thus opening himself to 
the charge that he was in conspiracy to sup- 
press free speech in the house of commons. 

The incident does not detract from Mr. 
Lowther’s reputation for impartiality in 
parliamentary control of the house. That 
is built on long service as moderator and is 
added to by the praise of representatives 
of all British parties. But evidently it is 
the party which secures recognition, not the 
individual. When Mr. Ginnell gave notice 
of a long question bearing on his suppres 
sion he failed to secure a place on the notice 
paper. His choleric disposition interfered 
and his notice was rejected as “ insulting.” 
Five years of silence, broken only by seis- 
ing a moment when the house lacked pfo- 
tection, is a penalty which even Mr. Joseph 
G. Cannon night lesitate to impose. 


STUDY THE NEW REGULATIONS. 

There are many who have in mind to 
visit Hurope this summer and who hope to 
be able to bring back pleasing souvenirs on 
which they will not have to pay duty. 
They should acquaint themselves with the 
new treasury regulations about exemptions 
on baggage, which are more specific and 
rigid than the old ones. Then they will 
know exactly what the $100 allowance will 
cover and govern themselves accordingly. 

It applies only to wearing apparel, articles 
of personal adornment, toilet articles, and 
“gimilar persona) effects.”” Happily for the 
tourist, the last item covers many things. 
@ takes in golf sticks, photographs, toys, 
“ accompanied by a child ’’—a fond parent 
eannot bring some for the left at home child 
—cameras, musical instruments, and fishing 
tackle. But animals, bodks, ecclesiastical 
robes, souvenir spoons, and saddlery are 
not “similar personal effects.” 
No article, if intended for household or 
pusiness purposes, is considered as within 
the $100 allowance. All articles intended 
as gifts or presents are dutiable. So is 
jadies’ wearing apparel when brought ia 
by men, and vice versa. The husband will 
save nothing by buying his stay-at-home 
wife a lace handkerchief in Paris. Nor can 
the persenal effects of husband and wife, 
parent and child, be apportioned one to the 
other.

ica worth seeing which most Americans 
have not seen and which it would not be 
amiss for them to familiarize themselves 
with. And wherever they go they can make 
little purchases with a happy feeling that 
their trunks will not be rummaged and 
odious duties have to be paid. 


THE NEW FOREST RESERVES. 

After considering the subject for about 
ten years congress has finally made pro- 
vision for the creation of ‘national forest 
résérves in the White mountains and in 
the Appalachian range in the. southern 
states. This was, in a way, a log rolling 
measure. New England atid the southern 
statés which were directly interested joined 
hands to secure the needed législation. They 
were so solicitous that the national govern- 
ment should do at its expense something 
which they could have done themselves if 
they had been so minded that not oue worl 
was said about’ “ federal encroacliments on 
the rights of the states.” 

The advocates of this legislation ran up 
against a stump two years ago when the 
judiciary committee of the house reported 
padvereely on the ground that the federa! 
government had no power to acquire lands 
within a state solély for forest reserves. 
But it has unquestioned power to conserve 
and improve the naftigability of rivers. 'I'hat 
the destruction of forests has a bad ettect 
on rivers, making them raging torrents at 
one season and almost dry at another, is 
generally conceded. It would be constitu- 
tional to protect the rivers through the pro- 
tection of the forests, and that is Me pro- 
fessed object of the establishinent of the new 
forest reserves. 

The rivers which are to be conserved are 
not and probably never will be great arteriés 
of commerce. ‘The chief beneficiaries of the 
forest reserves will be the manufacturers 
who depend on the water power furnished 
by those rivers, and the farmers whose lands 
are damaged by floods, which it is believed 
will not be so frequent and disastrous in the 
y future. 

While these local interests will be served, 
it is a matter of national concern that the 
extensive woodland tracts which the federa! 
government is to take charge of should be 
conserved. The annual appropriation of 
$2,000,000 a year until 1915 will not be 
money wasted,

MPEROR WILLIAM has been made 
the object of a good deal of disparag- 
ing comment in the American press 
during the last two weeks by means 
of com parisons between King 

Georges manner of punishing his traducerts, 
by the ordinary laws of libel, and the kais- 
er’s appeal to the medieval laws of lese- 
thajésty, in the case of anything that can be 
construed as disrespect to his person or to 
his acts. In this connection it igs mentioned 
that during the first ten years of his reign 
a thousand years of imprisonment had been 
imposed by the German tribunals, by way 
of punishment of the various cases of lese- 
majesty brought before them. 

This is not fair to Emperor William. It is 
not sufficiently known that penalties for lese- 
majesty are inflicted not only upon those 
calumniating him, but upon everybody guilty 
of the slightest disrespect to the twenty and 
odd petty sovereigns of Germany and the 
members of their respective houses. 

If a careful list of thé charges of lese-ma- 
jesty brought before the German tribunals 
during the twenty-three years of the kaiser’s 
reigh were to be drawn up it would be found 
that the large majority of them are insti- 
tuted at the instance of these petty sover- 
eigns and by the members of their families, 
and that relatively few have been brought 
before the courts at the instance of the em- 
peror. For William is superior to them all 
in thé possession of a strong and modern 
sensé of humor, in which they are lamentably 
deficient, and, moreover, he ig in many re- 
spects, éxtremely up to date.

Lieut. John Lowther of the Eleventh hus- 
sars, whose engagement to the Hon. Lilah 
White, elder daughter of Lord Annaly, has 
just been announced, is the heir to his broth- 
er’s baronetcy of Lowther and grandson of 
the blind Sir Charles Hugh Lowther, who 
died in 1894 at the age of 01. 

For centuries the Lowthers have been 
prominent in Westmoreland, in Cumberland, 
and in Yorkshire, taking their name from 
the many streams of water that run through 
the woods of Lowther Park, in Westmore- 
land, Lowther meaning, in Anglo-Saxon, 
‘Clear running water.”” Peerages were sev- 
eral times created in favor of the Lowther 
family, and as often became extinct. In the 
eighteenth century the Viscount Lowther 
of the day was raised to the earldom of Lons- 
dale, at the instance of Lord Bute, the un- 
popular minister of George IIT. 

This Jamies, Earl of Lonsdale, married 
Lord Bute’s daughter. When he died child- 
less, in 1808, it was found that he had lett 
vast possessions to a distant kinsman, Sir 
William Lowther of Swillington, in York- 
shire. This Sir Wiliam Lowther was im- 
mediately created Earl of Lonsdale, and 
thereupon surrendered his own estates around 
Swillington to his younger brothér, John, 
who was created a baronet by George LV. 
and who was the great-grandfather of the 
young subaltern of hussars, John Lowther, 
who is now marrying Miss White. 

Perhaps the best known member of this so- 
cabled Swillington branch of the house of Low- 
ther was the Right Hon. James, or ‘“Jimmie’’ 
Lowther of Wilton castle, Redcar, Yorkshire, 
who sat in oné of Lord Beaconsfield’s cab- 
inéts as chief secretary for Ireland, and 
who was a more conspicuous figure on 
the turf than he was in politics: In fact, 
when Lord Beaconsfield appointed him as 
minister for Ireland it was regarded one 
of the great Tory premler's eneaasaloie 
jokes. 


—~- 

Jimmie Lowther turned out, however, far 
better than was expected. For his fame and 
character as a sportsman appealed to the 
sympathies of the Nationalist element in 
parliament, and it is no exaggeration to as- 
sert that there was more friendly feeling be- 
tween the Irish secretary’s department and 
the home rule party during his tenure of 
office than under any other administration, 
whether Liberal or Tory. He never fired a 
shot in anger or in sport, never made a bet, 
and never smoked a cigar. But he wasa 
devoted attendant at Newmarket and all the 
principal race meetings, and for many years 
was not only Steward of the Jockey club, 
but was likewise, in his private capacity, 
always called upon to act as arbitrator In 
difficulties, whether of a sporting or of a so-~ 
cial character. 

He had a classic and Johnsonian style of 
writing and speaking, which was character- 
istic of the British aristocracy in the early 
part of the last century, and was not afraid 
to call a spade a spade, or to use strong 
language on occasion. Vigorously opposed 
to grandmutherly legislation in every form, 
he was nevertheless a stanch churchman, 
and never missed attending church on Sun- 
day. 

Let me add that it is the Lord Lonsdale who 
| was the son-in-law of the Marquis of Bute. 

and who flourished in the last four decades of 
the eighteenth century, who Is stil] remem- 
bered in Westmoreland ag ‘“‘the wicked 
earl,’” and not, as sO many suppose, the eld- 
er brother of the present Lord Lonsdale. 

_ 

He seems to have been more eccentric 
than evil, and much of his oddity may have 
been due to a great sorrow in his life; namely, 
the premature death of a poor but lovely girl 
with whom he had become infatuated. She 
“wus a farmer's daughter, and after her death 
he caused her body to be embalmed and pre- 
served in his Hbrary at Lowther castle, that 
he might continue to contemplate her beauty. 

This, and other peculiarities, led people to 
asoribe to him all kinds of evil, of which he 
was probably guiltiees. Local. traditions In 
Westmoreland say, indeed, that his wicked- 
ness continued after his death, and that his 
body objected strongly to belng buried. 

Moreover, when he was finally entombed, 
he made it his business to annoy and insult 
all thé other occupants of the graves in the 
churchyard, driving over them with hig 
phantom coach-and-six, dancing fandangos 
on the tombs, playing cards and carousing on 
the altar of the church, and carrying on gen- 
erally ke a bold, bad baron of the feuda! 
ages. But it is told, with a sigh of relief, 
how one night when he was trying to fright- 
en some one over the edge of the cliff, a shep- 
herd rolled a great stone on the top of him, 
and the peasantry point to a large rock, 
known by the name of the “ Wallow Rag,” 
as the stone which hokis him down, except 
on certain nights of the year, when he {» 
said to visit Lowther castle, in his phantom 
equipage-of-six.

SUGGESTS SIDE DOORS FOR 
CARS.

New York, Feb. 19.—[Special.]—It’s the 
women who make and unmake plays in New 
York.

INSURANCE MEN AID HEALTH 


Evans Asks Association to Help 
Prevent Disease. 


*THEY ALSO WILL ADVERTISE 


Campaign Expected to Have an Edu- 
cational Effect. 


The Chicago Life Underwriters’ associa- 
tion is soon to commence a work of activity 
that will bring it in direct contact with the 
public. 

In the first place it expects to undertake 
the work of health conservation. Health 
Commissioner Evans has appeared before the 
assuciation and made an appeal to the insur- 
ance men to assist in the work of endeavor- 
ing to’ minimize preventable disease and to 
help in the effort to bring better health con- 
ditions in the community. The Hfe men 
have a peculiar interest in this activity. The 
longer men live the longer they will pay 
premiums. All the life companies want to 
reduce their mortality. 

Again, the Chicago association is thinking 

of getting before the public in the way of ad- 
vertising in the public press. This plan has 
been strongly recommended by President 
Powell of the national association. It is not 
the idea to advertise any company or plan 
of insurance, but to present the advantages 
of old line, legal reserve life insurance as a 
whole. This advertising is expected to have 
an educational effect, and will bring the life 
underwriters’ association prominently before 
the people. : 
’ ‘The association will have its February ban- 
quet at the Advertising Men’s club, when 
these two lines of work will be discussed 
and plans will be evolved for their develop- 
ment. President Jules Girardin of the Chi- 
cago association is in favor of these lines 
of activity.
